The HISTORY of Evurore, 
From the WESTMINSTER FOURNAL. 


We do not yet hear what isthe Subftance of the new: 
Treaty between the Kings of Sweden and Pruffia, but are 
told thata Counter Alliance is on the Carpet between 
the Courts of Viennaand Petersburg. At the Requifi- 
tion of this latter Court the Ruffian Troops from Simo- 


icnsko were aéually marching through the Palatinates 
of Witefp and Plofck, in the North of Lithuania, when 
the lait Advices came from thofe Quarters. 

Nothing having been yet done, after all that has been 
faid, with regard to the March of the Saxons into the Ser- 
vice of the Maritim Powers, it is doubted at Jaf 
whether any of thofe Troops will march at all for the 
Low Countries ; efpecially fince their Place, with re- 
fpe& to Great Britain, feems to be happily tupplied by 
the 18000 Hannoverians taken into her Pay, and as the 
Dutch are negotiating for Auxiliaries at other Courts of 
the Empire. 

Whether it be owing to French Influence that the 
Saxon Minifters have tound fo many frefh Obftacles, 
and demanded fo many new Conditions, or from what 
other Motive it may arife, is uncertain: But it is be- 
yond a Doubt that French Influence does again prevail 
t fome Courts of the Empire, and that no Promifes of 
Threats ace wanting to make it yet more univerfal. To 
judge from Appearances, we have been outbid at Mu- 
nich, and in almoft every Place where our Money has 
been offered: And it is no great Proof of the French 
Diftrefs, that they can pay Princesto keep their Troops 
at Home, without requiring of them any Service, only 
becaufe we or the Dutch fhonld not engage them to op- 
pofe their Projects.
